Washington, June 14.—(#)—Secre- 
tary Mellon came out today in oppo- 
sition to the principles of the McNary 
farm bill, pending in the senate, and 
the Haugen proposal recently reject- 
ed by the house. 

He outlined his position in a let- 
ter to Chairman Haugen of the house 
agriculture committee, and Represent- 
atives Dickinson, of Iowa, and 
Anthony, of Kansas, republicans, who 


recently sought his views on the con- | 


troversial equalization fee question. 
While the treasury head, who ex- 
pressed doubt as to constitutionality 
of the proposed equalization fee and 
declared the legislation would prove 
“neither workable nor beneficial,” was 
makin, public his opinion, President 
Coolidze and the administration were 
assniled in the senate by proponents 
of the McNary bill, who charged that 
the president was blocking the legis- 


lation. 
Coolidge Attacked. 


The administration was attacked 
particularly by Chairman Norris of 
the agriculture committee, who said 
an agreement hrd been made between 
President Coolidge, Secretaries Hoover 
and Jardine and representatives of 
cooperative organizations tp confine 
farm relief to cooperative marketing 
legislation. 

“The cooperatives have right to do 
that.” he added, “but they ought to 
come ont in the open and aot do it 
in secret.” 

In lining up definitely against the 
MeNary and Haugen measures, along 
with Secretary Jardine, .who- some 
weeks ago told the house agriculture 
committee that he was opposed to the 
equalization fee feature, Mr. Mellon 
said that while the fee “pur,orts to 
be paid by the farmers it will be in- 
cluded in the increased price of the 
commodity.” 

“The net result,” he added, “will 
be that the American consumer will 
pay the 
which, of necessity, must include the 
equalization fee or the loss incurred 
in selling the surplus abroad. I can 
see no permanent relief for American 
agriculture through subsidizing for- 
eign competition ; and that, in my opin- 
jon. is what the bill. if it becomes a 
law, will do.” 

Senator Norris in his arraignment 


of the administration declared that 
Mr. Coolidge while vice president, 
“mysteriously” absented himaelf from 
the senate chamber while farm relief 
was pending aud brought about a 
situation which permitted Secretary 
Kellogce, then a senator, to offer a 
substitute that defeated the agricul- 


tural bill.

Mother’s Screams First 
Draw Attention To Ab- 
sence of Himan Cohen, 7 
Years Old. 


GUARD REPORTS 
FIFTEEN RESCUES 


Probe Begins Today of 
Other Drowning Trag- 

f Sunday at Grant 
Park. 


Himan Cohen, seven-year-old sor of 
Mr, and Mrs. Rene Cohen, 322 Cen- 
tral avenue, was drowned in the wa- 
ter of Piedmont lake Monday aftrr- 
noon, the second youth drowned {fn 
municipal swimming pools here _ in 
three days. James Townley, 14 years 
old, met death in the Grant Park pool 
Saturday. 

The Cohen boy was taken to Davis- 
| Fischer sanitarium where efforts to 
; save his life proved futile. A_ pul- 
moter, used at the park as soon as 
the child’s body had been recovered, 
brought no sign of life. 

Immediately following the drown- 
ing of Himan Cohen, Councilman 
John White, chairman of the park 
committee of city council, issued 
formal warning to parents of bathers 
to prevent them from going into deep 
parts of city pools. “Life guards,’’ 
he said, “keep watch over sections of 
the pool set off for the smaller chil- 
dren, and are not able to watch 
youngsters when they go beyond the 
danger lines, ‘without their knowl- 
edge.” 

Investigation of Tragedy. 

A probe into the drowning of young 
Townley at Grant Park Saturday 
night has been ordered to be held 
this morning at 10 o'clock at the city 
hall. 

What caused Cohen to go under, no 
one was able to say Monday. His 
mother was first to notice his ab- 
sence and her screams attracted life 
guards and bathers to the scene at 
Piedmont park. 

The child was brought to the hank, 
where efforts to save bis life with a 
pulmotor began. ’ 

For more thav 30 minutes, Le ‘b 
Wallis, manager of city parks, assist- 
ed hy Dr. Tneodore Toepel, who 
was near when the boy was found, 
vainly attempted to restore respira- 
tion. 

Finally the child was taken 
Davis-Fischer sanitarium, where phy- 
sicians pronounced him dead, 

H. D. Walker, one of the life guaids 
at Piedmont park, stated Monday. 
night that both he and Johnny Meint- 
zer, another guard, were in the deep- 
water section of the pool when young 
Cohen was drowned, and gave every 
possible assistance. The boy was 
swimming about on an automobile 
inner tube in water not over five feet 
deep when he suddenly slipped off and 
sank, Walker said he was told by 
swimmers nearby. “We hurried to 
where the youth sank,” said Mr. Wsl- 
ker, “and gave every possible assist- 
ance to the youth.” 

“There was an unusually large 
crowd of swimmers in the deep-water 
section,” Walker added, “and natursl- 
iy we had to be on the lookout tor 
i suc h a crowd. Fifteen persons alrendy 
‘have been rescued from droyqning in 
Piedmont lake this season, and Sunday 
afternoon severn!l were rescued while 


a crowd of more than 65,000 were 
swimming in the lake.” 

| Funeral services for young Cohen 
will be held this morning from the 
chapel of Greenberg & Bond company. 
Interment will be in Greenwood ecm- 
etery. The Cohen child is survived ty 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Morris 
nee a and one small brother, Mor.no 
te hen.

Young Boy Drowns 
While inSwimming 
At Piedmont Lake 


TEN MEET DEATH 
AND 73 ARE HURT 
IN GARY EXPLOSION 


Many of the Injured Suf- 
fer Acid Burns. Which 
Physicians Believe May 
Prove Fatal. 


TRAGEDY CAUSE 
NOT DETERMINED 


Explosion Wrecks Build- 
ing Trapping Scores of 
Workers in Wreckage of 
Structure. 


Gary, Ind., June 14.—A@)—Ten 
workmen are known to have been 
killed and more than 75 injured, some 
so seriously they may die, in a gas 
and chemical explosion today in the 
coke by-products diversion of the [lli- 
nois Steel company’s plant. 

The dead included four white men 
and six negroes, nine of them identi- 


fied tonight. Company officials said 
that all workmen had been accounted 
for, including 46 in hospitals, some of 
them burned and mangled so badly 
doctors said they may die. Twenty 
or thirty others were injured and were 
taken to their homes. 
Identified by Tags. 

Some of the dead could be identi- 
fied only through metal tags bearing 
their payroll numbers 

Four were taken from the wrecked 
building, the others tied in hospitals. 
Most of the injured suffered from 
acid burns or from broken bones from 
falling timbers. Company officials 
said they have not determined the 
cause of the explosion. 

I'he blast, which came without warn 
ing at 9:05 o'clock this morning. 
wrecked a building more than twa 
blocks long, floodin: the debris with 
coal tar, acids atid flaming creosote. 
‘ire in the mass of wreckage hampered 


jrescne . workers for ,several hours, 


Wrecking crews tonight’ continued * to 
dig in the ruins for victims. 
Worst of Recent Years. 

The disaster was described as the 
worst in the Gary mills in recent 
years. The blast was heard more thar 
a mile from the plant. Armed guards 
quieckiy were stationed about the huge 
plant, which employs approximately 
000 workers, to bar every one fron 
the company’s preperty. At the hos- 
pital only the relatives of the identi- 
fied injured were permitted to enter 
The wrecked unit was the principal 
source of Gary's gas supply. Reserve 
tanks held sufficient gas t» last until 
midnight, by which time officers hoped 
to have deveioped emergency sources. 
A fleet of ten ambulance cars oj- 
ernted between the mill hospital and 


rthe coke plant for three hours after 


the blast. Emergency calls were sent 
to all city hospitals for nurses ane 
physicians.

Mrs. Clay was the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. George F. Johnson. Her 
father is the prominent shoe mant- 
facturer of Endicett-Johnson com- 
pany. Mrs. Clay was edacated in the 
public schools of Boston, Mass. She 
later attended the Boston School of 
Expression and finished her expres- 
sion course at the Hamilton insti- 
tute of Washingten, DD. C., showing 
throughout her ‘school career a bril- 
liant talent in her studies.

Heavy rains of the past two or 
three days, in the opinion of city 
waterworks officials, so weakened the 
ground that it sank about two feet, 
disjointing pipes in the biggest water

A trunk sewer, running only a few 
feet away from the water main, was 
damaged, although fears were felt lest 
the drop in the ground might also } 
weaken the underpinning and cause 
further trouble.

man of the waterworks committee of 
city council, told The Constitution 
Monday night that the throwing out of 
service of the big main seriously 
damaged the water supply on the 
north side.

“i ADOPTION OF DAUGHTER IS SET ASIDE 2 


By Supreme Court Ruling 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

New York, June 14.—One husband 
in New York; another in New Jersey. 

That is the marital status of Anna 
H. Schwinger-Spear, in a_ decision 
handed down today in supreme court 
by Justice Francis B. Delehanty. Mrs. 
Spear is the wife of Maurice R. 
Spear, millionaire New York real 
estate man, born Morris Rabinowitz. 

The court ruling makes null and 
void a divorce she obtained from her 
first husband, William - Schwinger, 
Wall Street broker house telegraph 
operator, formerly of Chicago, Detroit, 
and San Francisco, It invalidates 
also the adoption by Spear of 
Schwinger’s daughter, Dorothy, 11. 
Mrs. Spear has been married four 
times, separated once and divorced 
onee, having gone through civil wed- 
dings with Spear in both New York 
and New Jersey and rabbinical wed- 
ding in New York. 

Schwinger today was delight@éd with 
the verdict. “It gives me custody of 
my daughter,” he said. “It also 
gives me back my wife, but that 
doesn’t mean a thing to me. All I 


want is my daughter.” 

Schwinger declared he did not know 
what action he would take next. The 
next move, he said, is up to Spear and 
their wife. Kenneth ©. Newman, a 
relative of Spear and counsel for 
Mrs. Spear, would not say what ac- 
tion he or his clients would take. He 
declared nothing could be done until 
Justice Delahanty’s decree is made ab- 
solute. This requires two or three 
days. Neither of the Spears would 
comment on the situation. 

Justice Delehanty held that the di- 
vorce obtained by Mrs. Spears in 
October, 1920, in Trenton, N. J., is 
void, the matrimonial domicile of the 
Schwingers at all times having been 
in the state of New York and Schwin- 
ger never having been served with 
divorce papers in his wife’s action, 
having failed to appear when the suit 
was tried. 

The eourt’s decision today upheid 
a métion made February 22, last, by 
former Judge Charles F. G. Wahle, 
counsel for Schwinger, to have the 
telegrapher’s wife's divorce and his 
daughter's adoption set aside.

STATE SCHOOL SURVEY. 

The University trustees acted 
wisely in authorizing Chancellor 
Snelling to arrange at once for a 
complete survey, by an expert agen- 
cy, of the higher educational sys- 
tem and status in Georgia. It was 


and is in keeping with a suggestion 
made in a recent address by State 
Auditor. Slate, following his recom- 
mendation to the same effect in his 
annual address. 

Such a survey will be of inesti- 
mable benefit to the 1927 legisla- 
ture in arriving at some definite 
progressive policy that the state 
must assume toward its higher in- 
stitutions in order that there may 


tion of the entire state educational 
system from the first grade in the 
common school to the finishing 
courses in the schools of the Uni- 
versity system. 

In order to arrive at a compre- 
hensive understanding of how to 
better coordinate the state’s educa- 
tional system so that thee stall be 
no lost motion, and no overlapping, 
such a survey can be of indispen- 
sable service, and the very fact that 
it is to be made “by an outside 
expert agency of national reputa- 
tion” gives. assurance that it will 


dice. 


‘There are a number of expert 
agencies in America, untouched by 
state or local conditions, that aré 
thoroughly capable of making such 
a survey as the trustees have or- 
dered. Its report is to be ready 
for submission to the trustees next 
June, just prior to the meeting of 
the 1927 session of the assembly. 
Its value to that body can not be 
overestimated.

Service To Improve 


Editor Constitution: Concerning 
the editorial in this morning’s Consti- 
tution, alleging that a grave mistake 
had been made in the reorganization 


of mail service between here and Ma- 
con in Southern trains 1 and 2, the 
Ponce de Leon: 

If you recall, last winter, the press 
of the north, includéng all larger in- 
termediate points as far south as Ma- 
con, deluged our service with the re- 
quest that we establjsh service on a 
fast through train tween Atlanta 
and Jacksonville. However, on ac- 
count of the majority of these throug! 
trains leaving Atlanta during the 
jmorning hours, being winter or tourist 
trains, it was not practic:ble for us 
to establish service on those trains 
with, railway posioffice service, but 
did establish closed pouch service on 
trains where the exigencies of the occa- 
sion demanded it. 

As soon as we received definite in- 
formation from the Southern Railway 
company that they had decided to 
make trains No. 1 and No. 2 (Ponce 
de Leon) an all-year-round train be- 
tween Cincinnati, Ohio, and Miami, 
Fla., we began immediately to mak2 
preparations to furnish high-class, ef- 
ficient service on these trains with a 
sufficient number of railway postal 
clerks to make distribution of all first- 
class letter mail and newspapers be- 
tween Florida and points north and 
northwest. . 

I am very sorry, indeed, that certain 
patrons of your paper :ha¥e misinform- 
ed you concerning this. service as. dis- 
criminating against the offices between 
Atlanta and Macon, when, in reality, 
it will be an improved service over 
other slow-moving service that. you 
have had heretofore. As stated he- 
fore, trains Nos. 1 and 2 will make dia- 
tribution and deliver and receive mails 
from all offices between Atlanta an‘ 
Macon in addition to having closed 
pouch service on trains Nos. 26 and 
27 between those points. In other 
words, all bulky parcel post and third- 
class mail will be made up for every 
office, in the Atlanta terminal R. P. QO. 
|and dispatched to train No. 27 as ob- 
itained in the past. You can readily 
see by meeting the request of the press 
ifor through fast mail service, that all 
newspapers will now reach Jackson- 
ville at 7:25 p. m. as against 8:50 
p. m., making all connections out of 
Jacksonvill#, If you reeall, during the 
winter season, it was not: infreqeunt- 
ly the case that Southern train No. 
27 arrived at Jacksonville late, miss- 
ing all p. m. connections, which re- 
sulted in this office being deluged with 
complaints for our failure to provide 
what the public regarded as adequate 
mail service between Atlanta and Jack- 
son ville. : 

We are doing everything we can ts 
improve the service in and out of Flor- 
ida and I would like to say for the in- 
formation of your patrons and those 
of the postoffice department, that aft- 
er the proposed plan is placed into op- 
eration, if we find it necessary to pl 
clerks in train Nos. 26 and 27 bé- 
tween Atlanta and Jacksonville, I 
shall place them on those trains im- 
mediately. 

In the meantime, I am satisfied that 
you will find that the service whieh w? 
contemplate inaugurating, will be a 
very much improved and a superior 
service over what has been furnished

SCURVY A DEFICIENCY 
DISEASE 


Sometimes an infant on an arti- 
ficial diet, an improper substitute for 
natural food, becomes very sensitive 
to touch or handling, seems to have 
no use of the legs (parents think it 
is paralysis), shows “black and blue 
spots” chiefly near the joints, has 
spongy or bleeding gums, a low fever, 
and perhaps bleeding from some in- 
ternal region. That is scurvy. It is 
due to lack of vitamin Cin the diet. 

Fresh milk contains vitamin OC. 
Canned, condensed, malted, boiled, 
pasteurized or evaporated milk is 
likely te be poor in vitamin C or 
without it. But fresh fruit juice 
contains much vitamin C, so when any 
of these substitutes are used as a 
main item in the feeding of a baby, 
the deficiency may be made up by 
giving the baby every day some fresh 
fruit juice, say orange juice or apri- 
cot juice or are juice or berry 
juice or apple juice -or the juice of 
any fruit that ripens in the sun. 


For a very young infant a few weeks 
old 10 drops of fruit juice once or 
twice a day»would be enough. The 
amount shogid be gradually increased 
so that the: baby will take a few 
spoonfuls of ‘fresh fruit juice daily 
when four months old. 

Even canned ‘tomatoes — factory 
, cAnned—contain the vitamin C. Car- 
ning processes in the home destroy 
this vitamin—cooking causes oxida- 
tion which destroys the vitamin. Fac- 
tory canning is different—the toma- 
toes are sealed in the cans and then 
the sealed cans are heated, which is 
cooking in vacuum, without a chance 
for oxidation. 

Pasteurization for the usual time— 
15 or 20 minutes—probably is more 
destruetive to vitamin © than seald- 
ing or boiling for less than five min- 
utes. But pasteurization is a neces- 
sary. precaution to take with all mar- 
ket milk, lest disease germs be con- 
veyed in the milk to the child—es- 
pecialiy iubergle bacilli. The  sup- 
plementary fruit jinice feeding makes 
the. pasteurized miik satisfactory for 
{the feeding of the child. 

When fruit juice is not available, 
the juice of such fresh vegetables as 
potatoes, turnips, swedes, cabbage, 
beets, or any other vegetable, raw, 
may be used instead, strained. Washi 
the vegetable thoroughly, and wasn 
your hands more thoroughly, then 
grate the vegetable finely, and 
squeeze or press out the clear juice 
for the bimbo. 

Some boys in a private school de- 
veloped a listless, irritable condition, 
fell off in studies and showed no in- 
clination for play. The medical au- 
thorities discovered that a nearby 
shop avhere the boys had _  formeri7 
purchased fresh fruit, had been closed 
for some time. The fruit shop was re- 
opened, the boys spent their money 
for fresh fruit instead of candy, and 
‘soon regained their health. They ap- 
parently had a slight seurvy. 

People whose diet is largely _ re- 
;stricted to bread, meat and potatoes, 
jare likely to suffer from masked 
scurvy. Fresh fruit should be pro- 
vided daily when it is available. 

Prof. E. V. McCullum, noted an- 
thority on the qnestion of vitamines 
in nutrition, says that fruits and 
lvegetables may be canned at home 
lwithont destroying their vitamins. 
; The trick is done thns: Do not heat 
the fruit or vegetables at once when 
they come from the garden or mar- 
_ket, but immerse them, prepared for 
leanning, in slightly salted water for 
a few hours, then can them in the 
ordinary way. The explanation ia 
that such immersion shuts off the 
oxygen of the air, and the small 
amount of oxygen in the tissues of 
the fruits or vegetables is soon used 
up, so that oxidation of the vitamin 
during the heating or cooking of the 
fruit or vegetables is prevented. In 
other words, drown the vegetables and 
fruit before you can them, if you 
wish to preserve the valuable vitamin

1925 TRAFFIC TOLL 
SET AT 697,500 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicage Tribune.) 

New York, June 14.—Some member 
of your family has one chance in 36 
of being killed or injured by an au- 
tomobile this year. That is the risk 
indicated by figures on last year’s mo- 
tor accidents, gathered from the Na- 
tional Safety Council and just made 
public through the National Bureau of 
Casualty and Surety Underwriters. 

Persons killed by automobiles in the 
United States during 1925 numbered 
229 500. At an estimate of 30 injured 
for each fatality,» the number hurt 
was 675,000. 

The total ensualties are thus esti- 
mated at 697.500, giving the one in 
36 ratio on the basis of 25,000, 
families in the United States. 

Those killed in 1925 numbered 2,- 
200 more than in 1924. 

The automobile death rate increased 
to 17.2 per 100,000 in 1925. It was 
15.7 in 1924 and 14.9 in 1923. 

Charts based on the figures show 
that the death toll has mounted steadi- 
ly for the last 15 years, 

Deaths of children under 15 con- 
tinued a disturbing feature of the 1925 
report. But the number of child deaths 
—§,300 Inst year—was only slightly 
greater than in 1924, while adult 
deaths in the same time increased 14 
per cent. The difference was explained 
by safety education in the public 
schools. 

Another feature was that deaths 
apparently do not increase in propor- 
tion to the number of cars in use. The 
auto death rate per 10.000 registered 
vehicles fell from 25 in 1915 to 10 
in 1925. 

One hundred and forty-seven cities 
furnished reports on which the figures 
were based.

On Trial Today 
For Murder 


Las Vegas, N. M., June 14.—The 
man who first rattled the lid of the 


Magee, editor of The Albuquerque 
State Tribune, will go on trial here 


Tuesday morning charged with man-| 


slaughter in connection. with the ac- 
cidental shooting of John Lasseter, 
a bystander during a fight in a hote 
lobby between Magee and an enemy. 

The trial will be held in the San 
Miguel county courthouse, a little red 
stone building that sits on one ofthe 
highest tips of Las Vegas in the Glo-: 
rieta mountains. It will not be the 
first time that the fighting editor 
has found himself in the defendant’s 
chair in its courtrooms. 

During seven years of bitter politi- 
cal conflict, his crusading. editorials 
several times have resulted .in his: be- 
ing haled into court, usually on téch- 
nical charges of libel. Many of his 
enemies have fallen before his pen, 
including former Judge D. J. Leahy, 
who had in vain attempted to keep 
Magee in jail for contempt. 

It was on one of Magee’s appear- 
ances in court that Magee delivered 
himself of a pronunciamento that has 
become famous down here. After be- 
ing sentenced and fined by Judge 
Leahy, the editor said: “I deny that 
I am heing accorded due process of 
law and I deny that this *; . court.” 

Eventually Leahy was defeated’ at, 
the polls and, although it was x vie 
tory for Magee, it did not mean an 
end of the feud. Ironically enough 
it was when Mage. seemed to have 
won al] but everything for which he 
had battled that the tragie death of 
Lasseter occurred as an anti-climhx. 

Magee was in the lobby of the 
Meadows hotel here on the night of 
August 22, 1925, when former Judge 
Leahy assaulted him. He fell to the 
floor before ‘the rain of blows deliv- 
ered by the powerful politician. 
While on the floor, Magee fired his 
revolver. The bullet killed Lasseter, 
a state highway employee, who had 
come to Magee’s aid. 

The story will be told from the 
witness stand by numerous eye wit- 
nesses, 
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may be\eelected. 
3 on a former occasion, Magee 
may be tried before a Spanish-Ameri- 
can jury unfamiliar with the English 
language.

Chicago, June 14.—John Cardinal 
Benzano arrives Thursday from the 
vatican, marking the unofficial open- 
ing of the 28th international eucharis- 
tie congress of the Catholic church 
As persona! representative of Pope 
Pius XI, he will be given a stately 
reception dwarfing in magnificence 
any ever accorded a visiting dignitary 
of church c>: state. . 

The papal legate comes from New 
York on a special train of scarlet 
coaches and is to be accompanied by 
ten cardinals and 300 bishops and 


archbishops, all dressed in the colorful 
robes of their high offices. 

Once his eminence has detrained 
the congress may be said to have 
started, as it is to receive the holy 
father’s blessing through him that 
a million pilgrims from all parts 
of the world are coming to Chicago. 
The actual ceremonies, however, do 
not begin until Sunday. 

An official welcoming committee >£ 
1,000 will meet the cardinal’s train 
when it pulls in along the lake front 
to a special platform near the JDli- 
nois Central station. The committee 
will be headed by George Cardina! 
Mundelein, of Chicago, and will in- 
clude representatives of the Knights of 
St. Gregory the Great, clerics of ali 
ranks, Knights of Columbus, members 
of the official eucharistic committee 
and city officials. 

After kissing the papal legate’s ring, 
which has been blessed bv the pope.

Insular Possessions of 
U. S. May Be Result.

Seattle, Wash., June 14.—Colonel 
Carmi A. Thompson, of Cleveland, 
completed today his arrangements for 
sailing tomorrow for a survey of the 
Philippines and possibly of other 
American insular possessions in the 
Pacific. 

As the personal representative of 
the president, and not as an official 
commissioner with pane limited by 
an act of congress, he has been given 
a free hand to cover a wide field, the 
scope of which includes not only the 
big question of the independence of 
the ilippine islands but also all 
possibilities of better administration 
and further development of the eco- 
nomic situation™in the islands. 

Pian of Government. 


One of the likelihoods of the fruits 
of his trip is a new system of govern- 
ment for all the possessions of the 
United States, including Samoa and 
Guam, but excluding Hawaii—a con- 
centration of authority now divided 
between the army and navy in the 
hands of a civil commission reporting 
directly to the president. Much mys- 
tery has been thrown about Colonel 
Thompson's appointment by some 
‘ommentators, but, as it is understood 
here now, President Coolidge’s action 
Was an extremely simple matter. 

Ile has had fore him, as his 
predecessors have, great masses of 
reports from the army, the navy and 
the diplomatic service. In the minds 
of some there is a decided question 
whether every one of these three view- 
points might not be influenced by pe- 
euliar tendencies and it is thought cer- 
tain that the president wants, through 
Colonel Thompson, to obtain the 
plain, unbiased opinion of a layman, 
a business man, who will see things 
in the Pacific as he himself would 
see them if he could spare the time 
for the journey. 

In this role Colonel Thompson sails 
with an open mind, a man who has 
made similar studies in Mexico and 
Cuba for previous administrations, a 
man of wide interests, a banker, a 
part-owner of four newspapers and a 
man of independence from politics as 
a career,
